Avitu their goverumeuts. If, us alleged, 
the Boxer nioTeiii<>Qt is losing ground iu 
Pekln, it might have been suppoeed that 
tho Boxers would have eiuleavorcd to 
send reiuforcenientes I'toiii Tieu Tsin, 
but instead of that, they are still in 
great force in llie iieighborliood of the 
latter place, and are ac^sisted by tlie im- 
perial Cliiiie.se trooiit^, witli ample and ef- 
tifieiit artillery. 

According to a special Chco Foo de- 
sjialcli, tile liglitiiig around Tien 'JVin ou 
tlio third and fourth, wim the .severest 
yet e.xpei-ieiiced. The British loc<s alone 
\s'as thirty killed or wounded. The Chi- 
nese iuul 75,UUU men attaekinj? siiinil- 
taneously from the went, nortli iiiid eabt, 
and made e.vcelK'iit practice with over 
100 guns. The defenders lunnbered 
000, with hicaiit supplies, and it was only 
the prct^ence of the newly arrived Japan- 
ese and Kussiaii guns tliat preveuted dis- 
aster. 

One Itiistiian company of infantry, 
luunberiiig 12U men, had 115 killed or 
wounded. The Ueriium con'ingeiit also 
sull'ered heavily. The allies iiarrowiy 
escaped total defeat. 

I'rovideutially, ^vllen tilings were nt 
their worst, a lorrental rainfall ooiupelled 
the Chinitse to retire. On ,luly the 
rain having abated somewhat, the Chi- 
nese renewed the attack, opening lire on 
Tieu Tsiii witli batteries' of four-iueii 
guilt', but the allies, aideil by two of 11. 
-M. S. Terrible's -J. 7 guns, succeeded in 
silencing tlu! Chinese artillery after 
eiglit lioin-s of lifhtiug. 

At Sliaiigliai it seems now to be tho 
general belief that the date of the de- 
spatelieri ot July 3, asserting that two le- 
gations were still stiiiiding, iri au error, 
either accidentally or iiitontioiially. The 
eourieiw iiuicit liave left I'ekiii at least 
live days earlier, inaldng the re;il date 
of tlie message June liS, while the al- 
leged massacres are t-:aiil to liavo taken 
place on June ;50. Until this point can 
be clearly understood the greatest anx- 
iety will be felt as to the fate (jf tlie 
Europeans. According to the Sh:ingliai 
correspQudeat oC the Jilxpresfi, it its war 
to the knife between the Dowager Em- 
press and Prince Tuan, ^Che recf ut edict 
ot the latter boldly discards liis mask 
and sigm IMnjddf as Emperor. He warm- 
ly eomuiends the prowess of liie fiiitlifu! 
Boxers, and in flowery language appeals 
to their cupidity and .fanaticism. In the 
san-e decree Prince- Tuan appoints 
I'riuce Tzuau the "Iron Capped" prince, 
Tsai Shan, his imperial. cittiifiman, uud 
Kang Yi to command the three chief 
wings of tho Boxer army. 

Throe hundred European refugees from 
Tieu Tsia arrived' at bhanghui in a stuttr 
of destitution, after terrible sufferings. 

London, July 11.— (330 a.m.)— The 
Shanghai correspondent of the Daily 
JIail, telegraphing yesterday, says: 

"A moseiigo nnived here from Emiicror 
Kwnns Hsu, dated July by courier 
from I'okin, to the vicerov of JSunkiug, 
who forwordcd it here. It Is addressed to 
the Iloissian, >British and Japanese gov- 
ernments. It deplores the recent occur- 
rences and solemnly ailirms that the Chi- 
nese government was protecting the 
Hoxers against the Christians. The Em- 
peror further implores their aid in sup- 
pressing the rebellion, and upholding the 
existing government. In a separate de- 
spatch to the Japanitie government, 
Kwang risn expresses deep regret for Llie 
murder of Legation Cliaucellor Suglya 
ma. These despatches are taken to in- 
dicate that the Emperor is in 6eclu.siuii 
and it; ignorant of the seriousness of 
events." 

London, July 11.— The Chee Foo cor- 
respondent of tlie Express telegraplis yes- 
terday afternoon (T^ic-sday): The Jap- 
anese force iiro otjulpped ^vith 3(5 heavy 
mortars and 120 lield guiir!, and liave 
puntodiis ami balloons.

Japs Worit For Twenty Cents a 
Fish In Spite of 
Union.,. 



Strikers Maintain Patrol on the 
River— Canners Hold 
Meeting. 



From Our Owti Correspondent. 

Yaiicouver, July 0.— Tlie relations be- 
tween the wliites.iaail Indians on the 
one side, and the Japanese ou the other, 
ill the lislieriiieii's disputes nt Steveston, 
it was thought, would bo brought to a 
crisis lust night. The situation, how- 
\ er, is still tho some at this writing. 
The Japanese have up to the present 
continued to iisli and dispose of 
their fish at 20 cents each, wliile 
the wiiito ami Indian li.sliermeii remain 
ashori!. 

,asl night the striking fishormcn 
parndi'd in force around .Steveston, uud 
although posters and verbal threats 
had lieen suggested, no violence was 

used. 

Last night again the white fishornicu 
sui^cceded in getting another promise 
from tlio Japanese that they would not 
lisli for less than '2X\ cents per fish, but 
it is not thought the Japs will keep their 
promises. In the nfternoon notices 
were posted reading as follows: 

" To White Fishermen and Indians: — 
.\ay .laiianese or otliiT lishenunn selling 
lisli at less than union rates, 25 cents, 
will be sliot or liiive his boat StOVC in — 
tli(! former iireferi-e<l." 

In s|iite of this, ;!U() or -100 boats went 
out. all manned by .Tapanese; and 
when tliey reluriioil there was no vio- 
lence olTered. Toward.s evening, iiow- 
ever, a patrol of Avhite lishermeii went 
out to tile tisliing boats and tlirew many 
of the fish caught by Japanese over- 
board, uud ordered iu tho .lapanese lish- 
crincn. Some ,of them obeyed tliese 
orders, and some refused to be ordered 
by tiie whites. 

Last evening 500 fishermen were 
linrnugued by Secretary Rogers from 
tho top of a cordwood pile. Ho said the 
Japanese had promise<l to stand by the 
union rates;, if so, well and good; 
otherwise,' ho said, the patrol on the 
river would be kept up daily, and tlie 
men fishing would be sent back to town 
nfiain. 

.Several canners in Vancouver wore 
seen by.^the Colonist reporter this morn- 
ing. They cipi'esscd themselves as not 
worrying over tlic situation, and said 
that iif the fishermen would not accepl; 
tlieir offer of 20 cents, every cannery on 
tlie river would be closed. They claim 
that the figures in the possession of tho 
biinks who loaned the'' -money for can- 
ning purposes would show any person 
wlio desired to secure the information 
that even at 20 cents there was no profit 
in canning salmon; so that it was ab- 
surd to offer 2,"i. One or two of tho 
caiiiieryiiKMi said the autliorities should 
take an active part at once and send !in 
armed force to Steveston for the purpose 
of guarding those who desired to lisli 
frnin the intimidation or possible vio- 
lence of tlio.se on strike, as the situation 
\vas ver.v grave. 

The canning combiiio held a meeting 
to-day. It was private, but it is under- 
stood that it was decided not to depart 
I'KMU the decision to offer no more thau 
20 c(>nts i>er fish. 

It is reported from Steveston that 
several .laiiiiiiese fishermen have boon 
ili'owiiod. Two overturned boats liave 
been discovered off tlie iiioutli of the 
Fraser. It is supposed that the acci- 
dents wore due to th(^ storm on Sunday 
iiie-hl.

The Yeomanry Distinguish Thena 
selves and Re-tal<e a 
British Gun. 



London, July IP -Lord Roberts has 
sent the following despatch to tlie war 
oOlco: 

" I'retoria, July 10.— Clements' ,iud 
I'aget's forces euteretl Bethlehem July 
7. The former, ou ncaring the town, 
sent iu a flag of truce, demanding its 
surrender, which was refoscd by De'we't^ 
when Paget, nialdng a wide turning 
movc'iiient, succeeded in geting hold of 
the enemy's most important position^ 
covering the town. This was carried 
before dark by the Munster Fusiliers 
and Yorkshire Light; Infantry. Tho fol- 
lowing morning the ■ attack was con- 
tinued, and by noon the town was iu our 
possession and the enemy in full retreat 

"Our casualties wore: Four ollicera 
and 32 men of tlie Munsters wounded, 1 
missing; Captains Jlaepherson and 
Weakes and Lieut. Conway severely, 
and Lieut. Boyd lioelifort, Scottish 
Itilles, slightly wounded: 7 men of tlm 
Yorkshires wounded, 1 killed; Imperial 
Yeomanry, 2 wounded. 

" Paget reports that but for the accu- 
rat(? practice of the Thirty-Eighth Itoyal 
Artillery and the Fourth City Imperial 
batteries, the casualties would have 
been many more. 

'• Baden-Powell reached Eusteuburg- 
during tlie evening of July 8, without 
opposition. He found all quiet there, 
and public couiideiice entirely satisfac- 
tory, thanks to the prompt and bold 
grasj) of the situation taken by Major 
llanbury-Tracey. 

•' The district west of this is some- 
^vllat unsettled, owing to the small forco , 
v.-hicii attacked llusteuburg being still 
in tluit neighborhood. Measures are 
lieing taken to meet this. 

" Further information regarding tlie- 
cnpture of Bethlehem has now been re- 
ceived from Clements. ' lie states that 
the country there is brolcen and difficult, 
Consei|uently his and Paget's cavaJr.v; 
were unable to make any wide turning 
movements. Clements attacked one 
position, while Paget attacked ariother. 

"The position assailed by Clements 
was giiUaiitly captured hy the' Royal 
Yeomanry, who captured a guii'oC 'tlie 
Seventy-Seventh Battery lost at Stofm- 
berg. The list of casualties has not yet 
been received; but Clements" states they 
lire few. considering the strenigth of ■ the 
positions assaulted. - . ' ■ 

" Hunter's cavalry, under Br6adwoodV._ 
reached Bethlehem July 8. Hunter witl^ 
Ills main force was within nine xaxl^ of 
the town when Clements despatched his 
report," 

London, July 10.— The war olliee has 
issued another casualty list for South 
..-Vfrica, showing that during the week, 
ending July 7 there were kine<l, 
wounded or captured 15 oflicers and 180 
men. The aecidoutal deaths were 2 
men; deatlis from diseiase, 4 offlijcra 
and 10-1 men; invalided home; 72 offi- 
cers and 1,300 men. 

Tho total casualties as a result of thq- 
war are 48,188 officers and meui, 

Wnshington, July 10.— It is learned 
that the announcement from Lorenzo 
Marques that Mr. Hollis, the United 
States consul tliere, has been reoall(>d is 
erroneous. Mr. Hollis lias not been 
disci-eet. iu the judgnieiit of the'dei>art- 
ment, by such a repression of his per- 
se, lui! symiiatliy as becoiaes a United 
States olllcial charged with such d(di- 
catc duties ns have devolved upon the 
consul at Ij<n-i'iizo Marques. It is be- 
lieved that the department was obliged 
to remind him of tliat fact, but it lias 
not recalled him, nor has it any present 
intention of doing so.

I'lie following despatch from Tien 
Tsin has reached hern: 

Tien Tsin, ,Tuly 5.— Yesterday laryre 
forces of Chinese troops att".cked the 
sottleiacnt from two directions — one 
from the western arsenal and the other 
I'loni tlie railway station on the oppo- 
site biinU of the river. The Chinese 
evidently now liave a more capable com- 
iiiiinder. The attack from tlio arsenal 
was directed upon what is probably the 
weakest point: of defence, which lias 
hitherto not been pressed. 

They adv.mced on this side across an 
open i)lain, without cover, and the at- 
tack was easily repulsed by the British 
guns. The enemy made a snnidtaneoi:s 
attack upon the station with a large 
infantry force, covered by the fire of 
eleven guns. The British replied witli 
two of II. M. S. Terrible's 12-pounders 
and live smaller guns, while the com- 
bined forces of iiritisli, French, Rus- 
sian and Japanese infantry moved out 
to (leal with the Chinese infantry at- 
tacks. 

Tlie Chinese artillery attack was ex- 
cellent, and the allied troops suffered 
terrible loss from a well-directed shell 
fu-e. The '.Tapaneso, whose behaviour 
was splendid, executed a well-conceived 
movement and succeeded in turning the 
Chinese, driving tlie enemy from tlieir 
strong position among the trenches. 

The Chinese retired to the native city, 
and the allied infantry then \\-ithdrow, 
and the affair became an artillery dviol, 
lasting until darkaes-s. with little dam- 
age to cither side.. A British regiment 
of Chinamen which was engaged' proved 
very steady, under fire; 

The casualtiea have not yet been as- 
certained, and it !s impossible to esti- 
mate the enemy's loss. 

A welcome addition to the force has 
nrriveil in the shape of two more of 
H. M. S. Terrible's guns. Painted on 
■theii' carriages is the inscription: 

Lndysmith to Tien Tsin— immediate." 
_ "Tlie Agerine to-day sent two four- 
inch guns, which will do much towards 
equalizing the artillery strength of the 
allies with that of the enemy. Most of 
the women 'and children left to-day and 
the remainder will follow as onportunity 
offers." ; ■ M • 

Two tliousand .Tapanose troops landed 
at Taku toiiay nnd 1,'5,000 more are ex- 
pected in a few days. 

l?i'rliu, .Tilly 10.— The foreign ofhce to- 
day iiifonnc<l the Associated I'ress that 
all tiie powei-fi had consented to Jap- 
anetie landing a large force in China, but 
the stipulation m;ide boforehanii was that 
no power could derive any territorial ad- 
vantage from the fact of them liaving 
more troops in China than other powers. 
The JapanetHe goveniinent ha.s exprwsed 
I>erfect willingness to send troops under 
these terms. 

Shnngh.il. July 10.— News from oMcial 
sources was received at 10 o'clock last 
night to the oDfeet that the EDiprcss had, 
on .luuo 30, resumed the reins of govern- 
meut, and appoAtcd Yung Lu prime min- 
ister! It Is said that she sent a de.spatcli 
to Nankin by courier, at the rate of 100 
Jnlles per day, thanking the viceroys of 
the Tang-tae-EIang provinces for their loy- 
alty, and recommending that they protect 
foreigners at any cost. 

London, July 10.— Chinese official sources 
furnish another surprise this morning in 
announcing that the Dowager Empress, 
who had been reported within two weeks 
to be dead,>.to have fled, to have been poi- 
soned, and to have become hopelessly mad, 
has resumed the rclas of power. The date 
given Is June 30, the same In which the 
wholesale uinssacre of foreigners Is alleged 
to have occurred. 

The toiegra'.n of Sheng, the administrator 
of telegiv.iihs nnd railroads, to the Chinese 
minlsliT>'at Washington, Wu Ting Wang, 
saying tlio Imperial government wng pro- 
tecting the legations, appears to fit In with 
the dcKpatch from Shaiiglinl of this morn- 
ing with reference to the alleged direc- 
tions by the Empress Dowager relative to 
tile protection of foreigners. At the same 
time, people continue to ask If the legations 
are protected why the ministers are not 
permitted to communicate with the outer

Tlie 
ofllc'als assert that the Japanese Imvc no 
latpntlon of halting at Taku or 'I'leu Tsin, 
but propose to advance on Pokin during 
tlie present week. Their military authori- 
ties express the opinion that the 2il,0<Hi of 
their Iroiips, In addltinu (o the Internatlomi! 
forces already avii ibiblc. will snfllce to 
force an entrance Into the (jblnese capi- 
tal. 

Emperor William despatched the German 
warship Buzzard from Kiel for China ihls 
niorning, while the German crnlsers Glor 
anil Keeadle have been ordered to proceed 
to Chlnii as fast as possible from their 
.Viiierlcan and Australian stations. 

It has been learned by the Associated 
Press that the Chinese legation here, 
though apparently unable to communicate 
(llroctly with Pekln, IS getting news from 
there Indirectly. The officials of the le 
gntlon declare the present trouble Is en 
tircly the work of Prince Tuan, and that 
the government, the Dowager Empress and 
the Chinese generally are against the 
Boxers. 

London, July 10,— Mr. George Wyndham. 
secretary of state for war In the ITonse 
of Commons yesterday said that since ISO 
Kngllsh firms had sold the Chinese gov- 
ernment seventy-one gnns of poaltlun, 12.T 
Held guns and 207 maclilne guns, with am 
numltlon for each class. Ue also siild a 
German firm lu 1809 sold China U^O.OOO 
Mauser rifles. 

Tien Tsin, July 3.— It Is reported from 
Chinese sources that the foreigners 
IVkln have taken possession of one of 
(ho prince's palace's opposite, and com 
niandlng the P>rltlsli legal Ion, anil that the 
native Christians have been Installed 
there. 

The ofhelals also say they have reason to 
hope that the situallon at PekIn I«( Im- 
proving, and that Prince Chlng ivlU suc- 
ceed In protecting the foreigners. They 
seont the stories of the massacre of the 
people lu the legations and the polsonln; 
of the Kmperor and Empress Dowager 
and ercpress the opinion that Prince Chang 
and the loyal viceroys could best be assist 
eil by the prompt despat<'h of International 
rclnfnreemnts, nnd the promise of help In 
the formation of a yroiig government. 

Washlngtiin. July 10.— The secretary of 
state lias received a despatch from My 
Goodnow, United States consul general at 
Shanghai, stating that It is given out by 
the governor of SImng Tung that the lega- 
tions were standing on July 5, and that the 
outlaws were dispersing. Mr. Goodnow 
adds that the statement does not obtain 
general credence. • ■•

Tliis aiuioyd hi:n, and he con- 
liiiued a suriiv of interruptions oi' the 
spcaki'r who followed, until M. Dcticlian- 
el said:

At tliese words the latter lost his tem- 
per and, springing iii>, rushed at 'M. Des- 
cliaiiel, with clinched lists, shouting: 
"You are a little blackguard." T?el"ore 
he could mount the uteas; of the presi- 
dential tribune, he was seized by several 
Ushers, who, with the help of friends of 
M. Debandry d'.Vsson, dragge<l him from 
till' chamber, all the while struggling and 
railing at -M. Desclianel at the top of 
his voice like a mail bull. His friends 
were ohlige<l to place their hands over 
Ills moutli. Even in the street M. Dc- 
boudry d'Asson's rngc was so ridiculous 
that M. Deschancl himself was iinablc to 
restrain himself from laughter, anil he 
diH'idcd to take no olhcial notice of M. 
Debaudry d'As«ou's conduct. 

The remainder of the session pa.Sfied 
oft calmly and nothing more was heard 
of M. Debautlry d'.Vsaon until Premier 
Waldeck-Itoesoau read the decree of dis- 
Holution, which was greeted with cries of 
"^'ive la reptiblique!" when M. Deba'Udry 
d'Asson fired a parting shot, eliouting, 
"Long live the King!"

Miners Bring News of the Rich 
Discoveries in Indian River 
District

According to news recelTcd 
stcsinier Cottage City, which 
last night from tlu; North, cTowded with 
tO\irists, IvIomliUers iiiul othorn, iiiii 
bonring gold dust and siiooio to th 
anioiitit of sonio !}!300,000, tlie recent 
■ finds of canglonicnite of rich gold value 
llli the Indian river district have created 
great exciteiacnt. "When the Klondik- 
era who arrived by the Cottage City left 
Dtiwspn on June 28 on tlie river steam 
era Ca'nudiun and Flora, the finds were 
the sole topic o£ conversation at Daw 
son. Himdreda of claims were beiutj 
stalled. • ■ ' 

Ju.:^,'e DiijrMs, who has loft the Daw 
son lii-Mch ii. V..-:; the Capital, where he 
goes to lay several matters connected 
with tlie administration of the Yukon 
before the government, says the new 
linds will make the Klondike district the 
greatest mining country that the world 
£as ever known. The district will be 
a greater one than that of South Africa 
There are, ho says, thousands of miles 
of this conglotpwate. The belts are of 
very largo extent. The conglomeratt; 
runs in a layer of about a foot and a 
halt thick, and bolaw there is gold-bear 
iiig gravel, which gives as good returns 
as the majority of placer properties. 

The mixture of quart/, and placer 
stratas is causing a mix-up. Some of 
the minors who stampeded there are 
staking placer claims and othei-s for 
qpartii, which makes no small difference 
in' tlio size of claims. Some regulation 
to straighten tliis up will have to be 
made, says the Yukon judge. Others 
look for trouble over the tangle that will 
arise from this question of staking, for 
many locators have staked placer claims 
on clnimij of larger size located as 
(;unrtz properties. 

.Tudge Dugas brought down samples of 
the conglomerate ore from this new 
find. He thinks the find very rich. 
Assays that have been made at Dawson, 
it was learned, have given results run- 
ning,' from .¥8 to $'28 to the ton. The 
miners were still staking when the pres- 
ent arrivals left Dawson. 
The Klondike's placets alone, though. 
* irrespective of this new find, says Judge 
Dugus, entitle the district to bo called a 
great nur.ing district, hut the cost of 
getting gootls and provisions into the 
country is too high. There must be 
some moans of bettor communication 
with the country. Tlio lowucss and 
swiftness of the Yukon ia a great draw- 
back. Dawson is one of the greatest 
places in the world for litigation, says 
tlu; judge. A case i'lvolving $1,000 or 
so is notliing tliere. 

One of the recent cases just concluded 
was that of two Nauainio men — lIcKon- 
8ie vs. Davidson— the latter formerly 
mayor of tfcc Coal City. It was a part- 
nership case, involving, it was said, a 
mine .worth, $80,Q00. , " I gave judg- 
tneht against Davidson," said' Judge 
Dugas. 

Another passenger by the Cottage 
City was Mrs. Gnlder, wife of a wealthy 
' Yukoner who died some time ago on bis 
way in, leaving property valued at 
$100,000. The dead miner was involved 
in litigation with Big Alee McDonald 
over a claim, and just before Mrs. 
Calder— who hails from Portland— left 
Dawson, he offered $50,000 in settle- 
ment. This was refused. A Portland 
lawyer accompanied Mrs. Calder. 

The Cottage City having left about 
the same time as the Cutcli, and after 
the already arrived City of Seattle, she 
brings no later Yukon advices than 
those vessels, and the eternal quiet still 
reigned at Sitka, Killisnoo and other 
ports of caU. She was still unable to 
approach close to the glaciers, on nc- 
co\int of the shatterwl ice. 

Telegrams which had reached Skng- 
way before she left, which wore not 
told of by the other vessels, report that 
the prizeligbt — Dawson'.s fust big one — 
whicii occurred nt the Klondike capital 
on July 3 between Fr.mk Slavin and his 
fellow-Australian, Perkins, was won by 
Slavin, who knocked out Perkins in 13 
rounds. 

The -Jv^orthwest Mounted Police were 
still searching the Yukon when the pres- 
ent arrivals came up, in connection with 
the Clnyson-Olsen-Kclfe tragedy, for 
■they have evidence that Graves, tlie 
fiUiJ])osed partner of the murderer, was

DOLPHIN'S EXCITING TRIP. 

Mutiny, Perils of Stoi'm and Sen, and 
Attempts at Cutting Out Make 
Things Interesting. 

Steamer Dolphin, which is to go on 
the Alaskan run, has arrived at San 
Francisco on her way to the Sound from 
New York. She had a tumultuous trip. 
-Vfter leaving St. Ijucia, the stewaril, 
Edward Palmer, attenqitcd to niurdi-r 
McAllister, a tireman. He afterwards 
attempted to incite a mutiny on board. 
When Capt. O'Brien was ashore at 
Coronal he and the niutincers took pos- 
session of the lire a.\es anil instituted a 
reign of terror on tlie vessel. Mate 
Stewart wen; ashore, and through th(;' 
United .Stales consul obtained troops, 
who went on board and arrested tlu! 
mutineers. 'J'lie stiward and his fellow 
rioters had the rest of the crew up in 
the rigging when the troops ai-rived. 
They weiv jailed at Coronal. 

A'ery heavy storms were encountered 
off Ww Platte and in the Straits of 
Magellan. Purser Humes says: "When 
we got into the Straits of Magellan off 
the Platte we got into what the natives 
call a williwow. The pampero was like 
a summer breeze to this, (ireat bodies 
of water -were sucked up into the air 
niul sent back by the ton on top of us. 
Time after time we were engulfed and 
saw nothing but water above and below 
Two steers on the after deck were 
picked up bodily, with their pens, and 
carried into .the sea behind us. Thoy 
rcmaiufid in: sight only a moment, and 
were then lost 

/'On nearly every reef we passed 
there hung the remains of some wrecked 
vessel, and we thought it was only a 
matter of time when the. Dolphin would 
mark a reef. We had to anchor dt diisk 
each day." . .-, 

S(X)ii after passing through the Straits 
of Magellan, says the purser, while the 
ship was anchored in' the channel, a 
boat load of natives from Tierra del 
Fuogo stole up on us and a fire-brand 
was hurled at the steamer. About a 
year before the same thing had been 
done to a Chilean war.ship. The brand 
pas.tod through an open port and set 
fire to that vessel. Tlio crew loft the 
vessel in a small boat and were killed 
and eaten by the Fnegans. Our watch- 
man gave the alanii, and a. number pS 
us scrambling ofl . scared the natives

NOBiTHERN TRADE. 

iUisinesfi men ?^1kiu1i1 t:iko notice that 
t:.r late.st d;ile upon which the Wliite 
I'.iss & Yukon railway will accept freight 
and guarantee Uelhcery at Dawson U 
August 15. Freight may bo got down 
the river up to a uiuoh later ilato, but 
after llie latter part ot August the 
■vvralher be.^'ins to ^-row colder in the 
luiCliei- levels and the How of water is 
checked so that uavigatiou becomes un- 
certaip. 

The 'Northern trade wll this year reach 
a solid foundation. The population of the 
Yukou has been pretty well weeded out, 
and the people now in the country are 
there to stay. Some of these will doubt 
lc66 come out in the fall and remain 
south during the winter, but there will 
■bo a larger resident population this winter 
than er&r before and moans of conmiuni 
cation will be regular .and .trustworthy, 
There will be an all-rail line from Skag- 
way to White Horse in less than throe 
weeks from now, and there is a good 
chance that bcforo snow flies telegraph 
coninninieatiou between the rest of the 
world and the Yukon Valley may bo os 
tablisbed. We are not quite? fiuro about 
this, and if the work cannot be com- 
pleted this year there will be no reason- 
able cause for complaint. These condi- 
tions make it possible to feel that the 
Yukon business is down to bed rook, and 
henceforward there will be steady 
growth. 

It is highly patisfactory to be able to 
siK-ak thus of the great and proniisiug 
rejsion to the North. Possibly some rond- 
«vs may thhik that we are wearing this 
subject a little tlircadbare; but we do 
not think so. It is one of those thin 
that must be talked about and written 
about day after day until the people of 
this part of the province realize what the 
prospective Northern business means to 
tliem, until the future of that region and 
how Victoria and the other cities can 
beuetit by it become a part of the every- 
day thought of everybody in businese. 



THI-: PUESIDKNTIAL CAMPAIGN. 

Parties are now squarely lined up in 
the UnikHl .States for tlie prcnidontial 
light. While there are many things about 
a iiretiidentiul contest which arc objec- 
tionable, there- is something t,-ublinie in 
the spectacle of a nation of perhaps more 
than seventy millions of people entering 
upon the task of selecting a man who 
shall he their ruler for the next four 
years, and not less remarkable is the 
manner in which, after the bitterest an- 
tagonism, the result of the voting in al- 
most invarialdy accepted by the defeat- 
ed party in the be<st possible humor. 

The present conllict is in some respects 
the keenest that has been waged since? 
the historic election of l.S<;0, wliich pre- 
cipitated the War of Seci.'ssion. We are 
not very greatly imp.efised with the anti- 
expansion plank of the Democratic party, 
which commits Mr. Bryan, if elected, to 
J.'olh>w what would 1)0 an almost com- 
plete reversal of the prweiit policy of 
the nati(Mi in regard to Cuba and the 
I'hilippiiief;. Mr. Hryan. if be is over 
called upon to deal with that (luestiou, 
will find the task of turning ba<:kward 
the wheels of national progresK very 
nnicli more dillieult llian he imagines. 
^y\r^l does concei-ii us, and not only tis, 
but all the commercial people in Ibe 
world, is the probable fate of the free- 
eilver niovomeiit. It docs not follow afi 
ji nmtter of course tlint the election of 
Mr. Bryan will mean tlie opening of the 
mintri to the free coinage of silver at tlii' 
ratio of Ki to l;.for before such a rei?uli 
is reached, there mu.st be legislation, and 
to secure.' legit^lafion favorable to such a 
step a congress must be eh'eted that will 
he connnitted to tsilver. Neverlbelciin, the 
election of a free-silver president will bo 
euch a movement in the direction of 
bimetallism, to be undertaken by tho 
"Dnitcd .States alone, that the business 
world will receive a ^hocl^ that way tem- 
porarily paralyze it. Practically thft 
whole connnercial world is now uiion tlic

gold basis. This means that if the 
United States adopts bimetnlliem it will 
practically be upon a silver basis, which 
will be a practical repudiation of aU 
liabilities to tho extent of nearly fifty 
per cent., tliat is relatively to the stan- 
dard of values la other partsi -of, the 
w.oria,' To . illustrate: If a 'mertiant in 
Great Britain has an open account in 
New Y'ork against a nu'rcliant there for, 
say, ?] 00,000, at present the New York 
man can ibe compelled to pay him in gold 
coin, which is of equal value all the 
world over. But after the adoption of 
bimetalllsni the debt eould be disclnirged 
by tho payment of $100,000 iu_ silver 
coin, which would only be worth n littlo 
more than half its face value in any 
otlier country than the United Stntes. 
Such a state ot things magnified manifold 
would inevitably create financial cliaoti. 
This is only ono phase of the result of bi- 
metallism it adopted otherwise than by 
iaternational agrcem«at. But we do not 
propose to arffue out tho silver question, 
our only desire is to emphasize its im- 
portance. 

This is the groat issue before the \yoo- 
ple of the United Slstcs, and it is a very 
singular thing that all the forces of the 

Denioerai'y are committed in its favor, 
.alihou.^'li it is well known that many 
leading Democrats a. e opposed to free 
silver. Tho greatest intei-cst ccntiw in 
the voting in the Sbito of New Yorl;. 
This Htate is among the doubtful ones. 
In the last presidential year it went lie- 
publican; at tho previous election it went 
Democratic; on the ne.xt previous oc- 
casion it was Republican, and this alter- 
nation has bee'U kept uii for a consider- 
able period. Acconlin.i: lo rotation it is 
due to go Democratic tliis year, and the 
manner in which tlu' elenienls of tliat 
party a.ro getting togetju'r promises such 
a result. If this proves to be the case, 
tiie chance is that Bryan may win, al- 
though there its a i.iossildlity that a sulli- 
cient numlier of tlie Western States may 
swing into the Uepublicaii coluinii to 
save the day for McKinley. 

CHINATOWN. 

'i'ho exterior of Chinatown is rapidly 
improving, and at tho present rate this 
portion of the city, on the outside at 
least will bo very much less of an eye 
sore tli.-in it li.as hitlierto been. What it 
will be within is (luite anotlier m.itler 
Wo hope that the Provincial goveiai- 
meiit will see its way eli'ar to iiitnidiiif 
into the legislature in the session of 
1001, if not this year, a bill dcaliug with 
the crowding of tenements so ^hat the 
lierding together of C'liinese in cIoko 
(jiiarters may be prevented. The health 
authorities in Kan Francisco are very 
seriously conteuipluting the removal of 
Chinese from the portion of the city now 
occupied by them to a locality somewhat 
renioveil from the busiueiss ilislrict. I'ho 
i<lea i.s to compel the Chinese to accept 
liroperty. elsewLero in exchange for that 
now owned by them, \Vhieh is estimateil 
to bo worth coiisideralde more than a mil- 
lion dollars. Tiie Chinese object very 
Ktreuously to tliis, and they make out a 
very good claim; but it is urged on the 
other hand that the health of the city 
must not bo menaced by closely crowded 
dwellings, and the inconvenience ot tho 
few must give waj to the Avelfare of 
the many, which is very soiinil iiolilical 
economy, alth(jugli we have not observed 
a diepusition on the part of-tho American 
people to apply it too closely when the 
private interests ot United States citi- 
zens are concerned. The justice of the 
claim for consideration put forward by 
the Chinese is in part recognized by tlie 
intention to provide their proposed new- 
quarters with every convenience in the 
way of lights, water, street car service, 
and no on. It is also ]iointed out tliat 
tlur injury which lliey anticipate is more 
fancied than real, if indeed there will not 
be a commercial advantage in the estab- 
lishment of a modernized Chinalo\vn. 
The interest which this possi'sses to us 
in this province lies in the fact that it 
sots an oxauiplo of dealing with what 
must be conceded to be to a large ex- 
tent a nuisance in this city and in some 
other places in t,lu> iiroviuce. An elTort 
to couqiel the Chinese to conform to mod- 
ern methods of living is worth making for 
reasons other than fianitary ones. It 
would have a tendency to scatter tJie 
Chinese throughout the country, and thus 
relievo the pressure on the local l.ihor 
market. If the Ciiinese now in lirltisli 
('(jliiml)ia were scattered thron.u'liout the 
Dominion, their presence would not be 
felt to any considcraJilc extent, and if it 
was, possibly the necessity of restrict- 
ing Oriental immigration would be more 
generally felt.

I remember that at ono time I cousider- 
ed tho production of electricity by burn- 
ing coal in a battery as .the greatest 
achiovenicnt toward adyaifClng civiliza- 
tion, and I am surprised to find how 
mueli the continuous study of these sub- 
jects has niudified my views. It now 
seems to me that to burn coal, however 
ollicieuitly, ill a battery woidd be a mere 
makesliift, a phase in the evolution to- 
ward something much more perfect. Af- 
ter all, ill generating electricity in this 
manner, we should be dcstroyuig ina- 
teriitl, and this ^vould be a barbarous 
process. Wo ought to be able to obtain 
the energy we need without consumii- 
Uou of material. But 1 am far from un- 
derrating the value of such an eiUcient 
metlioil of ouruiug fuel. At the present 
time most motive power conies from 
coal, and, either directly or by its pro- 
ducts, it adds vastly tu hmiian energy. 
L nioriunately, in all the processes now 
adoiued, tho larger portion of the energy 
ol llie coal is uselessly dissipated. The 
best steam-engines utilize only a small 
part of the total energy. Even in gas- 
engines, in which, particularity uf late, 
better results are obtainable, there is still 
a barbarous waste going on. In our elec- 
tric-lighting s.vstenis we scarcely utilize 
one-lliu'd of one p'er cent., and in light- 
ing by gas a imich smaller traction, of 
tho total energy of the coal. Uejiisiileiang 
tho various us4.i^ of coal tlirougliont the 
world, we certainl.v do not utilize more 
than two per cent, of its energy theoreli- 
cally available. '.I'lie man who should 
stop this senseless waste would be .a 
great benefactor of humanity, though rhe 
solution lie woulil olfer could not be a 
permanent oiu', since it would ultiiiialely 
lead lo Ihe exlianstiuii of the st(Ue of ma- 
terial. iOlforts toward obtaining more 
energy fruui coal tiro iww being made 
chielly in two direct;■.•::^: by geuerating 
electricity and by producing gas for mo- 
tive power purposes, lu both of these 
lines notable success has already been 
achiovcd. 

Tho advent of tho alternating-current 
system of electric power-transmissiou 
marks an epoch in the economy of energy 
available to man from coal. Evidently 
all electrical energy obtained from a 
waterfall, saving so much fuel, is a net 
gain to mankind, ' which is all the more 
effective as it Is secured with little ex- 
penditure of human- effort, and aa this 
most perfect of all 'known methods of 
deriving energy from the sun contributes 
in many ways to- ■ tlio advancement of 
civilization. But olectritdty enables us 
also to get from coal much more energy 
tlian was practicable in tlie old ways. In- 
stead of transporting the coal to distant 
lilaces of consumption, wo burn it near 
the mine, develop electricity in the dyna- 
mo, and transmit the current to remote 
localities, thus effecting a consielerahle 
saving. Instead of driving tlie niacliiji- 
ery in a factroy in tile old wasteful way 
■b.v belts and slia fling, we generate elec- 
tricity by stoam-power and operate elec- 
tric inotore. In this manner it is aot un- 
common to obtain two or three ■limes as 
inucli elTectivi) motive power from the 
fuel, besides securing many other import- 
ant advantages. It is in this lield as 
much as in the transmission of energy to 
great distances that tlie alternating sys- 
tem, with its ideally simple machinery, is 
bringing aboul an industrial Tovolution. 
But in many lines tliis progress has not 
yet been felt. For example, steanicrs and 
trains aro still being propelled by the di- 
rect application of steam power Lo shafts 
or axles. A niueh greater percentage of 
the heat-energy of the fuel eould be trans- 
formed in motive energy by using, in 
place ot the adopted niariiie engines ami 
locomotives, dynamos <Ii-iveii by specially 
designetl high-pressure steam or gas en- 
gines and by utilizing tho electricity gon- 
erati'd for tlie propulsion. A gain of fifty 
to one hundred per cent, in the ofCeclive 
j.'uergy derived from tho coal could be 
'secured in this manner. It \t: dillleult to 
understand wh.v a fact so plain and ol 
vious is not receiving more attention from 
engineers. In ocean steamers such a 
improveiuont would be particularly de 
sirable, as it would do away with noise 
and increase materially the speed and tli 
carrying capacity of the liners. 

Still more energy is now being obtained 
from coal by the latest improved gas-en- 
gines, the economy of which' Is, on the 
average, probably twice that of tho best 
steam-engine. The introduction of tbe 
gas-engine is very mucli facilitated b, 
tlie importance of tlie gas industry. Witl 
the increasing use of the electric light 
more and more of the gas is utilized for 
heating and motive-power purjiosos. In 
many instances gas is manufactured 
close to the coal-mine and conveyed to 
di.stant places of consumption, ;i ciuisid 
orable saving both in the cost of trans- 
portation ami ill tililization of the energy 
of the fuel bping thus efl'ected. In the 
present state of the mechanical ;ind ehn;- 
trical arts tho most rational way of de- 
riving energy from coal is evielently to 
manufacture gas close to the coal sbu'c, 
and to utilize it. either on tho spot or 
elsewhere, to generate electricity for in- 
dustrial uses in dynamos ili-iven by gas- 
engines. Th,^ (.i,iiinierci.al success of such 
a [dant is largely deiiemli.nt ii])0]i the 
production of gas en.i.'ines iil' great nom- 
inal iKU-sc'-power, wliie'h. judgin;: fnuii the 
keen activity in this ficdd. will soon be 
forthcoming. Instead of c(Uisnming coal 
directly, .-is usual gas should be manufac- 
tured from it and biirni'd to economize 
cner^'y. 

But: all such iniiiroycmcnts cannot bo 
more than passing phased in the evolu- 
tion toward something far more perfect, 
for ultimatoly wo must succeed in ob- 
taining electricity from coiil in a more 
direct way, involving no gTcat boss of its 
heat-energy, ^■\"hether coal can be oxi- 
ilizeil by cold process is still a <[ues- 
tion. Its combination with oxygen al- 
ways evolves heat, and whether the en- 
ergy of the combination of the carbon 
witii, another element can bo turned di- 
rectly into electrical energy hm not yet 
been detcrmiiied; Under certain condi- 
tions nitric add wlM bum the carbon, 
generating an electric current, bnt the so- 
Wtioni doeift not remain cold. Other means 
of oxidizing coal have been proposed, but 
they have offered no promise of leading 
to an eflldent process, isly own lack of 
sueot^s 'lia8"been complete; though per- 
haps not quite so coniplpto as that of 
some who have "iierfocted" the cold-coal 
battery. This prolilom is essentiall.v ono 
for the chemist to solve. It is not for 
the iihysicist, wlio determinos all bis re- 
.sults in advance, so that, when the ex- 
periment is tried, it cannot fail. Chomifi- 
tr.v, though a. positive sioionce, does not 
yet admit of ii solution by positive 
niethoils as thoi^e -which arc availalde in 
the treatment of many iihyr;ical i)robleni8. 
The result, if possible, will be arrived at 
through patient trying rather than ' 
through deduction or calcuhvtion. Tho

The aldermen mentioned also placed 
thi'iiiselvi'S oil record as oppi>sed to the 
proposed [laviiig of Yates arid Broad 
streets this year, on the ground that this 
would mean additional taxati.-,n, which 
the proiierty owners could ill afford this 
year. 

With the object of getting a more 
comprehensive statement of the reasons 
which ai-tnated them in taking this posi- 
tion, a Colonist reiiorter yesterday inter- 
viewed the two aldermen. 

Aid. (;ameroii said he was not opposed 
to the paving of the streets inontjonod; 
but quest ioiicil the expediency of pro- 
ceeding with the work this year. Al- 
ready there had been !i large increaso iii 
oxiu'iiditiire tills year in connection with 
the schools, police, the water system— 
tlii> item for the new pumping Btatiou 
being a large one— and the new fire ball 
at Victoria West. As far as the ex- 
penditurM for the school and police do- 
pnrtmonta wore ooncemed, of course the 
council had no jurisdiction— these mat- 
t(>rs were in the hands of the school 
trustees and the i)oard of police commis- 
sioners. 

These extra expenditures would entail 
an increase of one mill in the' rate of 
'taxation anyway— making it 20 mills; 
and he thought it would be unwise to 
incur another additional mill nt this 
tnnn to provide for street paving. 

.'Vnolher reason why ho opposo<l the 
latter expenditure was because the city 
would be called upon to pay the city's 
share of the work— one-third— this year, 
aniouutiiig to about .?11,000, while the 
pn>iierty owners— who pay two-thirds— 
could extend their payments over a 
period of ton years, if they wished. He 
would like to see the work delayed until 
the city could get the necessary power 
from the legislature to make more 
favorable iirran.gements in this regard. 

Another thing— all tlie funds were ap- 
pro|u-iateil for this year, said Aid. Cam- 
eron. There is a groat necessity for 
more drains and sidewalks, and there is 
no money with which to attend to the 
same. 

Aid. Kinsman concurred in all that 
Aid. Cameron had said. Briefly, his 
view was that if any money was avail- 
able for street work it should bo devoted 
—this year at all events — to the laying 
of drains and sowers. 

The aldermen desired to lie placod on 
reconl as opposed to the proposi'd OK- 
IH'iiditure for paving this .voar. At the 
same time, they had little doubt but 
that the work would be proceeded with, 
as a majority of the council seemed in 
favor of it.

A SEATTLE .TRAGEDY. 

Pete Peterson -Shoots Annie King 
Kills Hlmedf.

The district .south of Yeslor waj-, Seattle, 
mtrlbntcd another tragedy In low life to 
the already long list credited to that quar- 
ter during the past six months. At an 
early hour Sunday morning Tete Peterson, 
known to the police as a worthless churuc- 
r, shot and perhaps fatally wounded his 
mistress, Annie King, and put three IniUota 
Into his bodj-. IIo Is dead. That the sui- 
cide and woiild-hc murderer did not also 
claim as a victim Police Offlcer Freeman 
line solely to tlio fart that the woman 
whom he attempted to kill grappled with 
hlin and prevented him from turning his 
pistol upon the ofllecr, when he attempted 
to gain an entrance through a transom 
to the room In which the tragedy occur- 
red. Itefore Frcemna and Police Offlcer 
Tripp could force the door, four reports 
from Peterson's revolver, follQWed by 
screams of terror from the woman, an- 
nounced that the would-be murderer had 
well-nigh accompUshed Ms bloody purpose.

contrivance bo not less than six feet 
six inches above the sidewalk.

ods of treatment of the shredded biscuit. 

^ description of tlie process of shred- 
ding the wheat is most Interesting. Tlie 
bent of wheat Is bought directly from fiir- 
mers, cleansed of chaff, dust, foreign seeds, 
etc. Then Ihe ruck and other snb.stauces 
of greati'r gravity than the wlieat are re- 
moved by an Ingenious .mechanical device. 
After thorough waslilng in cold water, the 
wheat next goes Into great wire tumblers 
which are subniergud in large kettles, 
where It reiuiilm!

. Tho following letter accompanied the 
narrative: "Buby Mines Co., Mogok, 
fDpper Burma, 1-2-1900.— Sir,— Tlio en- 
oloeed story was instrusted to mo by a 
great friend of mine, and I think it so 
curious that I torward it to you for pub- 
lication in your celebrated magazine, per 
cCavor of my sister, Miss Clo. Graves." 

This adventure I am about to relate 
ihai)pened some five and a half yeans n'^o. 
'I -was engaged in the timber ti'ado, and 
etatiouod on Ibo Upper Irawuddy, not 
ifar from Bhaino. llaving leave granted 
to me, 1 set out to disLingiiisli myself in. 
killing game. My dct^liuation was Ijoo 
lisa, a small Tillage on the borders o£ 
tho Myaiilba country. When I arrived ' 
1 found gauie pretty scarce, but liad :iot 
.bei'u there a couple of days before my 
luuUer tulil we of some "rhino" in the 
vioiuity. As I gathered that one of them 
wan an enormous beast 1 gave inKtruc- 
tious for an early start tlie ne.\t day. 

I wati pleasantly surprised in the course 

of tlie evening to see IJ , of the civil 

police, tixldle in with about a dozen con- 
stables. Over our dinuer he told me the 
reason of his being there, and it was as 
follows: 

Locatetl in tbe district was a hiding 
place of a celebrated Dacoit, by name 
Tun-Gwinne, iwbo, with a snuUl follow- 
ing, had terrorized the surrounding coun- 
try for many uiontha He was ^d by the 
lutives to be invulnerable, and local tra- 
dition credited . him \vitlx fiupematnral 
powers. Be tills as it may, be bad been 
chased by Ihe police scores of times, and, 
although most of his gang had been tak- 
en or killed, he himself always managed 
•to escape scot-free, and as soon as pur- 
suit had slackened up, lie would pop up 
with a cheerful smile and a new follow- 
ing, to repeat his disastrous performance 
in' the most unconcerned manner. 
,. ,The favorite retreat of the outl.iw was 
a large swamp a considerable distance 
from our village. Here he woulil take 
■ refuge when hard pressed. Various par- 
ties had attempted to penetrate into the 
swamp in pursuit of him, but all had 
failed; and the attempt had been given 
lup as hopeless after several men had 
been engulfed in the quagmire. Govern- 
ment had offered a large reward for his 
capture, dead or alive, and there was 
also a reward offered for any informa- 
tion leading to his capture.' 

Next morning, as we were preparing 
to start on our various quests, a Shan 
came up and asked to speak privately 

with D . This man offered to conduct 

D to a place whore ho would bo nblo 

to capture the Dacoit, on condition that 
he should receive the reward and a free 
imrdon for his own past offences, he hav- 
ing been at one time a member of 'JMn- 
Gwinne's gang. After considerable dis- 
cussion we agreed on a plan. The rhino- 
ceros conld wait, and as I WOB known to 

be after them, two or three /of D 's 

men were to take ofiE their uniforms and 

proceed -with D to hunt, not indeed 

tlie "rhino," but tho Dacoit; whilst I 
with my party and the rest of the police 
were to remain in camp. We knew that 
tlie movements of a party of men in uni- 
form were certain to bo reported to Tun- 
Gwinno by his spies, whilst the move- 
ments of a simple hunting party would 
not attract so much attention; and 
the transfer was made at once and the 
start followed immediately afterwards, 
tlio spies would not have time to convey 
the news even if Uiey knew. The inform- 
er had also stated that the Boh htid but 
two or three men with liini. 

D started off witii Itis men as had 

been arranged, wiiilst I remained in 
camp in a state of considerable anxiety. 
Twenty-fuur iioure having elapsed and 
no signs ot tlie ret'.irning party, 1 de- 
termined to take the rest of the police 

and follow on IJ 's tracks. My iiead 

shikari followed tlie tr.'iil witli the great- 
est ease, and we proceeded in this way 
for some miles. At last i.bout midday 
we came to a small natural clearing in 
tlio midst of the thick jungle, and were 
greatly shocked to see, stretched rotind 
the astU's of a tire, the coryises of the 

four men wlio had accompanied 1) on 

his ill-fated expedition. Tlie men had 
evidently been ami)Ushed and killed 



«d him in the pagoda and there decorated 

him. 

The next morning, finding D still 

rather exhans-ted and poorly, we left him 
and our baggage behind, with a few men 
to look after him, in a village we foimd 
on tho edge of the swamp; and we tlien 
proceeded to foUow tho Dacoits through 
tho Bwamp. 

We soon found we had d very hard con- 
tract indeed in front of us. Jumping, 
sliding, and scrambling from one log of 
wood or tuft of grass to another, we 
pressed on. Every now and thou one 
of our party would miee his foothold and 
plunge into the beastly slime, and it 
would require all our effort^a to -drag him 
out again. Tlio heat also was territic, 
and tlie deadly miasma from the foul 
mud was almost luibearable. Added to 
all these, the inuumerablo stinging and 
biting insects and reptiles which wo dis- 
turbed in our passage were almost more 
than we could stand. The leeches in 
particular troubled us extremely. They 
were of all sorts and sizes from the com- 
mon leoch one sees iu chemist's shops to 
tlie huge elephant leodi nine or ten inches 
iu lengtli; every few minutes we had to 
luilt and mutually assist each otlier in 
ridding ourselves of these hideous pests. 
At length, thoroughly exhausted, we 
came to a ^mall mouud of earth, which 
raised itself a few feet altore the level 
of the swamp. On it were a few large 
trees, which afforded a grateful shade; 
and, as we were all done up, it w.as de- 
cided to stop and rest for a couple of 
hours before proeecdiug any further. So 
after partaking of some very mucli-need 
ed refresliiiienc, we all lay down under 
the shade of the treus. In a couple of 
hours I woke up and gave tlu' word for 
a start. A sliuut from one of the police- 
men made us all nui to see what was the 
matter, and an awful sight met our eyes 
Stretched on the ground, just as ho 
had laiil himself down to i-est, was tin 
hotly ot our unfortunate cook, and al 
tached to his neck and other parts of hi; 
bod.v were four curious masses, which, on 
closer examination, turned out to be en- 
ormous leeches swoollen almost to bt'irst- 
ing with the blood of the unfortunate 
man, wlio, having incautiously fallen 
asleep close to tlie water, had been smelt 
out by the leeches, and had been destroy- 
ed whilst he slept. The loathsome crea- 
tures wiiicli had caused the tragedy prov- 
ed, on measurement, to bo approximately 
20 inches in length, and they looked more 
like big leather bottles than anything 
else. 

It being impossible to take tho body 
hack with us I ordered tho men to dig a 
tfrave in tlie spongy ground with their 
dabs (knives or swords) and bury it. This 
tliey dill, iiiid tliey also took vengeance 
by chopping and hacking up the fearsome 
things that had been the cause of the 
poor fellow's shoclting death. 

Itealiziiig that it would be madness to 
attempt to penetrate farther into tho 
swamp we reti-aced our Steps and reach' 
ed dry ground by sunset. 

Ou arriving ut tho village, where we 
liad left D , we found him quite re- 
covered from the cfC<%ts of the bad treat 
ment he had received, . and, \, in spite of 
uur adventure, eager for another chance 
at tliu meu who had so grossly ill-used 
him. 

Xext morning, whiJst we<were,at break 
fast, a peon entered lond told us that u 
woman, who said she had' important in 
fornifition, wished to see us. She was 
adriiitted and turned out to belong to the 
Leshaw tribe, which is quite distinct 
liotli in language and customs from tlie 
other tribes round about, in being all 
good hmiters and jungle people. 

li'ortunately this woman could tiilk a 
little Shan, and we learned from her that 
she had been carried off by the notorious 
Dacoit three or four montlis before and 
kept by him iu his retreat in tho m.iitJi, 
until, growing tired of her, be had lately 
east lier adrift. Iu revenge for tJie ill- 
treatment she was now willing to guide 
us to tlie outiiw's retreat, which, being a 
Leshaw and used to the jungle, she was 
perfectly able to do. 

Tho ue.xt morning, accompanied by the 
woman as guide, we started into the 
swamp again. The path we now follow- 
ed was much easier than the one we had 
tried before, but is Was so well hidden 
and had so many twists and turns, that 
even our guide, junghswomau as she w as, 
was oCton at fault. But at last she 
brought us to the shore of a large lake 
in the midst of which was a small island, 
which was evidently occupied, and it 
had b(H'ii cloarod of jungle, and a number 
of liuts — in fact, quite a small village — 
had been built ou it.

Those good people who cry out against 
file tyranny and brutality of tho British 
soldier and tho rapacity generally of 
.lolin Bull would he greatly benefited by 
a sight of tills pleasant capital at the 
present time. Seventy-five thousand 
troops spoilt anywhere from a month to 
h-ix weeks here, and departed last Thurs- 
day without leaving u scar. 

I sat on the Stoop of the Free State 
Hitel last evening and watched for an 
hour the life on tho public square of the 
town. It was a beautiful evening. 'J'he 
sun had set in that glory of delicate col- 
oring winch one rarely sees save in this 
eomitry, and almost at once the air be- 
came deliciously cool, a welcoino change 
after a rather hot day. As the wonder- 
ful piiik and green and turquoise succeed- 
ed one another, and then began to fade 
out of the sky, leaving the half full moon 
am a solitary planet in full possession, 
little girls m sunboiinets came out of tho 
nei.i,'liboriii;,- houses and began to romp. 
tMiiall groups of "Toiumic's," and now 
and then a company or regiment, pa.ssi 
1 the men looking businesslike in 
dust-Worn khaki, and every once 
while a cart went by, drawn by a 
nude, and driven by a nig- 
the ace of spades, giving 
so his sharp cry of 
nv'^Q his slow-going 
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steeds along. Kast Indians, in turbans, 
Uowing jackets, and puttees encasing very 
l.lim legs, their black and often hand 
some faces always severe, passed liv con- 
•^tantly, iii small grouiis, or singly, ehat- 
t.ng gayly, though in subdued tones, and 
taking; note of everythin;; with great in- 
terctst. Some of them in passing you 
gave greeting in their native tongue, call- 
ing down blessings upon the Ileaven- 
born, one imaginc-s. Now and again an 
orderly or despatch rider amblo<l bv on 
his Jiorse, saddle bags and bolster "full 
and side arms very conspicuously dis- 
played. Officers are seen everywhere 
most of them in helmet.s, but some in the 
little peaked hat, worn jauntily over tho 
right ear. A grimmer touch is added to 
the picture when a piece of nrtUlory goes 
by on its way to the station, and much 
noise is made by the passing of a traction 
ongme, very sunilar to the steam roller 
seen on the streets hi Providence, tliough 
these are used for hauling heavily laden

breaking up the gang so thoroughly, eggs, she washed her pa-ws of them— pos- 



nggons and not for crushmg 'stones, 
there js no bustling and no crowding, 
liiveryono moves in leisurely, fasliaou and 
wonder what will be the contrast with 
the same khaki-garhed "Tommy" at the 
front. 

In tho afternoon tho square is much 
more crowded by those who come to lis- 
fc" to the band, which plays from about 
■ Ml) to ;) o'clock, and plays well, too. 
|5hortly before eight o'clock tho square 
becomofl almost deserted. After that 
hour, by order of the militan- governor, 
no civilian can walk tlie streets without 
a pass. 

The native Boer is little in evidence at 
any time, which inakiv; one realize what 
the demand is for ahle-bodieil burghers 
at the front. Tiie to\™ is never very 
linsy, business lieing constricted within 
narrow limits owinj; to the laek of sup- 
plies, due in turn to the monopoly of tho 
railway by (lie army. 

Oom Paul deppiiils for tho carrying out 
of his d(ssij,'iis upon lies and religions 
fervor. One can liavi' some sympatliv 
for the ui)-eoiintry Boer, beeause he does 
not know what be is lighting for. He 
thinks it is bis hearthstone and his right 
of life, liberty and the imrsuit of happi- 
ness. .Vs a ma Iter of fart, he is being 
used to peri>i'liiale the alisolutisni of 
Kniger and iiis clique, with which goi's 
their ability lo line their jioekets still 
fiirllier with the proceeds of the sale of 
valiijible coiicession.s, 

Kruger tells his faithful burghers lliat 
ICiighind has started this war solely with 
tlie object of stealing their valualde ter- 
ritory. Yet he has for years been schem- 
ing, with the assistance of the Afrikan- 
der Bond, for a Dutch South African gov- 
ernment from tho Znmb^i to the Cape, 
with England having a footing on the 
east coast to enable her to ward off other 
powers from tiie Dutch posscesions. 
There is no doubt about this, members of 
the Bond having declared this ns their 
purpose time and again in public speech 
and print. 

It was clear to Kruger that if Eng- 
lish and American immiy:ration were al- 
lowed to go on unchecked modern ideas 
and customs would become predominant 
and the ignorance of his simple but can- 
ny burgbem and their content with coii- 
ditioiiH tliat prevailed two centuries ago 
could not endure the competition. He 
tried to jircvent being overwhelnwl by 
tho tide of modern iirogress, ami his has 
been a fight auaiiist i-ivii;z:ii ion- from 
the first. It being his idea to kee;) new 
theories from gaining the supremacy it 
would Ix; strange if ho pronounced lilni- 
selt willing to grant the franchise to the 
OutlanderH. An exam;ination of his much 
exploited offers of the franchise after a 
certain term of years, fourteen or seven 
or five, shows Unit they were utterly 
flimsy and insincere, so hedged about 
with conditions that in the last resort 
lie nrranged to grant the executive eouur 
eil, wliicii i.s entirely dominated by him, 
tho power to decide finally wlietiier or 
not ;iii Outlander, tliough satisfying all 
let;al conditions, should bo granted the 
franchise, 'llie ofl'er was all a farce, of 
a piece with all other of Kniger's fair 
promises, made only to be broken when 
ocKision required. 
One method whereby Oom Paul pre- 



vads upon his credulous burghers to con 
tinue Cghthig is worth noting. They are 
never told the exact truth, or anywhere 
near it, as to their losses in battle. At 
tho end of a fi&'ht, when the search is 
made for the dead, only tho Hollanders 
and the foreigners generally are buried 
in the 'field, and their deaths recorded 
Bodies of the burghers are made a\vaT 
with, and the. news of tht^r death never 
reaches theljr^;pctopte;, wiloss some rela- 
tive happens-to b6""on tho spot to note it. 
On the other -;hahdi' the losses of the 
British are always magnified. On an 
average the latter, are multiplied by ten, 
and the losses of tho Boers divided by 
the same figure. Again, the Boers are 
told that Russia has declared war against 
England and is already marching troops 
into Inflia. A:nd so the propagation of 
lies goes on, and mauj- good people in 
England as well as ui America, are ca- 
joled into thinking that the cause of the 
Boers roprest^ats all that is just and 
holy, and that England stands only ftrr 
rapacity and greed. 

Capetown itself furnishes proof enough 
of Avhat Dutch rule means. The parlia- 
ment there has a Dutch majority, and 
the Dutch influence ia predominant. The 
rvsult is that, although Capetown was 
8('ttled before New York, it remains 
to-day comparable only to a thh-d-rate 
American village in the sparsely settled 
^yost or Northwest. Its sanitary ar- 
rangements are hardly better than those 
of Havana, save in private houses of the 
lietter class. Tho hotels in the city are 
iiidt>scribably dirty, and the food of tho 
public houses is far from good. Even 
the eggs are sent from Maderia, tho 
Dutch being too lazy to keep hens. One 
is tempted, noting such conditions, to 
translate Dutch into dirt, as perverted 
111 Soutli Africa. All that will necessar- 
ily bo changed when England secures 
conqilete sniiremacy. What tho change 
will mean in tho Boer republic can only 
be . imagined. 

A word as to the fiction that tho 
Transvaal government is a repulilican 
govenimeut. A true republic is not in 
the habit of investing the law-making 
power in another branch of the govern- 
ment: yet this is just what was done by 
tho 'iVansvaal volksraad after tlie out- 
break of ithe war. The first volksraad, 
by its resolution article 1410A, dated 
Sept. 28, 1899, granted "authority to tho 
government during the reoesB to make 
resolution and issue instructions which 
may bo found necessary for tho inter- 
ests ot the country, and which instruc- 
tions and resolutions shall have the force 
of law until they can afterwards bo de.-ilt 
with by tho honorable the first volks- 
raail." In accordance witli that general 
pow-er of authority, the government, 
which is Paul Kruger, the members of 
the executive council being entirely sub- 
servient to him, levied by proclamation 
a special tax upon the gross gold produc- 
tion, wliicli amounted to .'iO and in some 
cast« to 60 per cent. By the same au- 
thority the government also imposed a 
tnx of £2 a liundred morgeii (about two 
hundred acres) on all land of absentee 
owners, and performed many similar acts 
As an illustration of what sort of i>oo- 
ple enlist with tho Boers it may bo of 
interest to tell what became of an am 
buhiiice outfit recently sent to the Trano 
vaal by tlio generosity of Cliicago people. 
The expedition consisted of some tlireo 
score men, nearly all of whom, I am told, 
wero of Irish extraction. Thev were all 
passed into the Transvaal by the Ameii- 
oan consul at Lorenzo Marques, iMr. Hol- 
lis, known to.bo pro-Boer in his sympa- 
thies. Met by the Boer ofllcials, they 
wore asked whether they wanted a red 
cross or a Mauser, and nil but one chose 
the latter, and duly joined the Boer 
ranks, leavin;: the ambulance outfit to 
look after itself. 

Wq passed several trainloads of troops 
yesterday on tiieir way north. One 
grimy lot had been on the cars four days 
but they wero as merry as griu's. W 
caught up just as rations were being 
served out for the evening meal, and as 
we drew up alongside they burst out in- 
to n very tuneful song. "Tommy" cer- 
tainly does not take hie troubles hard.

The foUowiiig extract from a letter ri>- 
ceived Jaet maiJ from Dr. Cecil liolston, 
M.lt.G;S.,'''Ediiijy - and nbiVsijaivil eurgeoa 
to the Natal field force, written to his 

father, Dr. Rolstou, U.S., Clayoquot, 
will be found highly interotsting and dt^ 
soriptive of Ladysmith and Burrouuding 
country, ■ ' 

Natal Field Force, Tin Town Camp, 
th(3 General Hospital, Liidyciaiitl), liliud 
-May lOOO. 

• * ♦ Here I am at Ladysmitb, hav- 
ing exchanged with o fellow wijo yaaat- 
ed to go home. It is tlie furtliest bass 
hutjpitttl towards the front in Natal. Wo 
have nearly 1,100 men in hospital hero, 
nearly every one enteric fever and dysen- 
tery; only a few eoi^gical cases. I i;ot 
to Ladysnilth by train from Qurbau on 
Saturday evening; it was a very interest- 
ing journey. 

1 got into the train at Durban from th 
skip at 10 o'clock at night, and slept in 
it till 1! o'clock a.m.; then the train ulart- 
ed. Tiie country is very pretty as far as 
Maritzberg, very hilly and a few trees, 
the railway winding i-uiunl valleys and 
liUls, all the way up liili and down. 1 
bad brealcfatit at M aritzi)m'g, which is 
prettily situattnl in a valley surrounded 
with hillH. We tiUiyod ttieir lialf an hour, 
tlien cauie on, Llie caiintiy getting more 
liiliy all tile way, very uninviting look- 
ing, liere and theri' a I'arui. Then we 
got to Frere, and tluMi the interesting 
part liegan. At Cliievely, wliere BuiJer's 
lieadquartoitj were, we eoulil see tlie 
Drakensburg away to tho east, and to 
the north the Tugela lieiglits. We pass- 
ed a lot of graves close to tlie railway 
line, ol' soldiers. Iv<n'd Koberts' son is 
buried Uiere. At Frcre tlio t^tation wais 
•decorated with Hags, in liouor of tlie re- 
lief of Mafcking, wiiieii we heard tlii've, 
had just been reported. We then came to 
Colenso and eaw the battle grotuidn, 
Boer trenches ran at right angles to tho 
railway line outside the village of Col- 
enso, tlio 'JDugela heights overlooking a 
>\ ide stretch '"of open ground, where so 
mauy of our men fell. Ooleuao la only 
a suuill village, a few nouses close to 
the River Tugela. Wo saw the bridge 
which was destroyed by tlie Boers, We 
have built a new one alongside tlie old 
one. Fort Wylie is <iuite close to the 
bridge, a smal. hill, like the hill at tlie 
back of our house in tlie valley, only 
quite tilickly covered witli lioukler.-^. On 
the top I saw the emplaeeiiieuts oC the 
Boer guu, and all round the hill are 
trenelu's. lu front of tho hill, along the 
river, ir; covered with t^crub, giving good 
cover for the Boors, and on the British 
side it wati open ground.' Lingwanc lay 
buck from the river more, and IMctevH 
Hill, a very high range of liiils, running 
along the river, governing aiiiiroaeli lo 
the Tugela. Sjiiou Kop was not visil)le 
from tlie railway, but \ve jiassini thruiigli 
tile range of liills where all the ligliLing 
was, and could r^ee graves and iiionu- 
nieiits on tlie liill Hidct^. We. lust a great 
many men there. Tlii'ii we pastseil 
through a suecefisioii of liills and saw 
Boer transport wagons, broken down and 
left, and old cainiiing grounds; then we 
b^aw tlio great Mt. Bulwaiia Hillci, wliere 
the Boers had I^ong Tom — it is a great 
loLg hill, very high — and as we roniidod 
it we i.-aine to the Klip river and saw 
tlic dam the Boers had almost completed 
of sand bags, with the supposed object 
of Hooding Ladytimitli. They used 
hundreds of bu^^s of saud, nil riUiKl and 
ready along the bank of the river, to 
complete it, but had to leave suddenly. 
The dam itself was composed of tboue- 
atids of bagci of sand, right across, but 
had been cleared away in the centre 
since the relief of Ladysmith by the Brit- 
ish. The Boers must have hud hun- 
lireds of Kaflirs at work. I should think 
they made them work for them during 
their regime round Lad.vmuith. AVheu 
we passed the end of Bulwana Lady- 
siiiitli canio into view, lying off' in a hol- 
low about live miles iiway, and hills all 
round it. AVe pa^■^:ell the site of Eulombi 
camp, lying just beneatli the Bulwana 
Hill— the neutral groaad allowed l)y tho 
Boers— and tiospitul. It wan quite un- 
der their control. Then we ran into 
LadysmiUi, a spreadout town, rather af- 
ter the t^tyle of Selkirk, only niore spread- 
out. 1 got out of the train and met a 
lieutenant, wlio had lieen an invalid on 
the liospit.'il ship Avooa f(n' a we(dv, now 
on his way to the front again. Ho took 
to tlic Itoyal liotel, where I put up 
for the i:iglit, feeling very tired. Tlie 
Koyal hotel liad slu'li wounds in variiniti 
places. Tlu.' billiard room was badly 
flauiaged by a shell. I darenay you liavo 
read of it. Tlie town liears evidence all 
about of fiholling. Next morning I saw 
7 Boer iirisonei'K inarched in up the 
main f^treet, with a j.mird round tlicni. 
They were rather tired looking and look- 
ed very typical, just liki' tlu} picniri's 
you sec of them, oiil.v rather a niolhy- 
iookiiig lot, very like a gang of llircsli- 
rs one would tice out West. They were 
captured up by Duiidei' somewhere, and 
were inarchod off to the jail. .The town 
was hung with f'agK in honor of ilafe- 
king relief. It looked very strange to 
ee these prisoners brought in to the town 
all in gala array, which they Imd been 
besieging for eo long and could not get 
into. I walked out to this place to re- 
]iort myself to the P.M.D, for duty, and 
I never saw such a dusty place in niy 
life as the road out to this place is. Tho 
wind Himpl.v hlows lilizzairds of dust, 
line, powdery dust, like Hour, only 
brown, tlie ground being claye.v snn<l. 
This iilace its called Tin Town beeause 
it is all built of galvanized iron, or tin; 
a regular military town, rows and rown 
of lildcks of tin houses. It is' abov..t one 
and a half milen from Lnd.vsmith pro- 
per. It was tho old cavalry barracks 
and military camp, hut wa« vacated 
during tho t-Mege, as it lies riglit out in 
the oiien. The hout^es are pierced witli 
.sliellM all over the iilace. I reported my- 
self and found the chap I am taking the 
place ol'. a very nice fellow, named Bal- 
four, wiio had been all through the 
sieg(? and had been ill lately witli en- 
teric' fever. I have rooms, two to inys(>lf, 
a servant, and horse, a very nice little 
beaut, after tho style of our old Cli.'irlie, 
only a little chnnlder. I got Iiim from 
a fellow who m going away for a month, 
die has been ill with enteric — a civil sur- 
geon, too. I like tlie change st) far im- 
mensely, 'ilie air is very clear, the sky 
blue all day, and the iiiglifs are (|iiite 
cold; but I feel more energetic than 
when oil board ship in Durliau, Avhicli is 
a most enervating place. 

I ■\vont for a ridi! on my horse with 
^ another chap, about four miles out, and 



saw something of the veldt. It is hard- 
baked by the sun and the grass very 
dried up. The couutx*y is ad. hills, and 
open stretches— the hills oue'mass> of 
boulders. It remmds me of the.countrjf. 
above our house— very steep, all covered 
with stones and huge angular boulders 
and round, p'ebbly ones, makiiig walking 
up them a toil. However,' I enjoyed tho 
ride. It was the lirst ride I liad had 
since leaving Canada, audi felt quite at 
home on my horse going along some open 
country, again. AVe passed pickets on 
tlio hills of our men, as we have outposts 
ui! round. The hills; are a ll entrenched 
and have stone breastworks on them, 
■lust above tliis Tin Town is a hill called 
King's hill, with a 4.7-iuch naval gun on 
it. 1 went up this afternoon to see it. 
It is entrenched all i^ound, and a picket is 
up there. 'Wagon hill ia about two miles 
from us, where the Bo<m-s bo nearly gut 
in' to Ladysmith on January l>— they 
were- veryi yearly in, too, 1 can tell you. 
If they goi'-'past that hill they could 
easily have,itdkeuithe tosytnivtheyieay— 
but they were driven back with heavy 
loss. * 

I played in a crickct match yesterday 
against ihs South African Light Horse, 
and wa beat them., They are a fine, 
hurdy-looking lot of men— Kngllshmeu 
like our Western men. I was to have 
played in a return match to-day, but was 
on duty, supernumerary orderly, 'io- 
niorrow I am on orderly duty [iroper— 
that is, I am orderly officer for the day, 
having to go round and see all the cook- 
ing and canteens and attend any cases 
after hours and bo responsible for the 
running of the camp. We each have 
to take it in turns, and have to sleep in 
the orderly olllees, but the I*. JI. O. here 
is Major Wescolt, K. A. M. (3., who was 
also through tlie siege. There are two 
other I{. A. M. C. majors here, it being 
.1 very large hospital. We nix' to xnovo 
down south to llowick, not far from 
I'ietcrmaritzburg, in three weeks— a 
very pretty place, but 1 shoulil like to 
go north and see more of the country 
before going back. The war is practi- 
cally over now; tho Boers are hardly 
likely to make much of a stand now, as 
we have advnncetl right up to their bor- 
der. Buller is at Newcastle, and will 
wait till Roberts advances before doing 
much more. Wo have a mess-room 
and have our rations, and pay for 
e.Ntra;;; ihc mess committee runs that. 
I think it comes io about lus. a week at 
most. 1 liave very comfortable rooms, 
and with my camp ouMit am very com- 
f(U-table. 1 brought such a lot of stulT 
with me. wiiii'h 1 have only now ha<l 
(K'casion to us<' — eanip-bed, table, chair, 
b.Mfh and washing basin, and bucket of 
canvas— very handy inileed. as they col 
lapse, wlu'ii empty, into small space. 1 
also brought any amount of medical 
books ami some music, and heaps of 
clothes. My servant is a most beauti- 
f il violin player, so I get him in in the 
evening to play. He really is a grand 
viidinist; be is a driver in the U. -V., 
quite a .voting chap, and keeps my room 
well. I got table, chairs and lamp and 
other things from the storns here — just 
givir the man a reciuisition for them and 
he gets them. There would not bo any 
need to bring anything much, reall.v, as 
they have everything in store here; lie 
commandeers any extra, that 1 want, 
want to get u;) wuntr.v, if possible, and 
see the Transvaal. Tliis is a beatitiful 
climate really, but a most unhealth.v 
place just now. with such a camp full 
of cases of typhoid and dysentery, and 
the hot days make things interesting, 1 
can tell you; the coolies do all th(> extra 
work and Kafllts. It is most amuHin 
to see a wagon drawn b.v ten mules; 
they go along the road raising elou<bi oC 
dust; my boots are quite thick with 
the dust; T wear I'iding breeches ami 
leggings generally, the latter being tho 
best for .the dust. Natal is tlie dustiest 
idacp one could imagine— it is such fine. 
Iiermeating, powdery stuff. I nm going 
for a long ride the day after to-morrow 
to see tlie various hills where fights tgok 
pi a pp. and to pick up fragments of 
shells and other warlike momentoes of 
interest. To-night Ladysmith is en fete 
for Mafeking's relief: they are to have 
fireworks, bonfires, etc. 

1 came up in tho train from Durban 
v.-i'li a man who had boon taken prisoner 
by the Boers in tlie begiuning of the 
war; ho is a manager of a coal mine 
and gave ine a verj' interesting account 
of his adventures. He was sent to Pre- 
toria and thence across to Delagoa Bay, 
out of the country, being an English 
man. At Frere an Afrikander farmer 
got in with a Dutch lady; this man had 
a farm' at Elandslaagte, He must be 
half Dutch. I should think, as ho spok 
with a foreign accent; anyway, he 
lived on this farm at Elandslaagte ail 
through tho siege of Ladysmith. and 
hud to leave after all, as the Dutch 
turned out everj'body that did not help 
them. The battle of Elajidslaagte was 
fought just near his' farm. He said 
they were firing shots all round his 
place, and our shells used to go over 
head, but he did not get hurt and lived 
on all through, and was then on his way 
back to his farm to see what it was like 
Tho Boers looted every house they came 
acioss, and destroyed furniture which 
they could not carry away wantonly 
Id seonis strange to bo riglit in this 
place, which has been the object of the 
gaw of all the world for so long. 1 
gave up all ho|>e almost of seeing tlii 
country when I was on the Avoca, as 
she returns to England on .Tune 1, and 
I should not have seen much of it. A 
lot of the civil surgeons liere an; men 
who have practised in .Toliaiineslmrg or 
in this colon}-, and had to turn out when 
war broke out. They are going back 
again wlien peace is made. 

1 hiive just been doing a rather inter- 
esting duty. The orderly, otlieer has to 
attend the giving out of beer at canteen 
lioiir.s— (; to (i:'M p. m., and S ii> .S: !" 
p. ni.— to se<> that men do not get more 
than one pint each. All the orderly 
iiii-ii i-niployed in the hospital wards are 
allowed to' bu.v one pint a day and no 
more; Imt it is very difflcuit to watch 
and see that a man doesn't conu> twice 
A man will come for this pint tlu^ first 
time with a forage cap, and then with 
a slouch hat with a liig coat on, for his 
s(>c()nd, Jiiid if you are not sliarii you 
can't recognize him; howevcT, 
caught two or three to-night, I was 
just snpernunierary and learning the 
bi'siuess, as it wore. ' To-morrow I am 
on duty. The hospital orderlies are a 
lot of men, as a rule, employed by the 
government to do hospital duty, and are 
a motlo.v crew — all sorts of men. They 
tell rntlior sliady tales about the bearer 
companies during the fighting; whether 
they are true or not I don't know, but a 
lot JU'O foreigners and don't look a ver.v 
attractive lot; I slioald think they must 
be a queer lot by the look of them. 1 
am telling you a long yarn, but 1 have 
siicli a lot to tell that I don't know how- 
to do it~I give it in scraps. I have only 
seen the country cursorily yet. The 
men I spoke of in the train poinfod (Hit 
all the interesting counti->- on tho road 
up here, and talking to olllcers w-ho 
have boon all through tho lighting, 1 
have picke<l up a lot of information. 
Till? lieutenant I spol;e of— Smith— 
whom I met on the .-Vvoca. was shot 
through the cliest at Yaal Kraiitz, yet 
h(! is now- on his w-ay up again to join 
the regiment. There have beon w-onder- 
ful recoveries from wouuds. The

1'lu' iM'oplc ;nid troops in Lad.vsinith 
had a foart'nll.v hard time. .\t tlic cud 
tlicy had only oiil^ biscuit or a ipiartcr a 
day. and one ounce oC meat. They used 
to make hlanc manges with a little 
starch and color it with blue or nny- 
thiiiK they could fret; hold of, use<l axle- 
Ki'cnse to C(K]k with, etc. I picked up a 
biscuit (hard tackl on tho hill up above 
here to-day— a remnant of the siege 
rations. One can see the siege shelters 
duK out in the ground — shell-proof pal- 
aces which they used. The trenches 
Jiave a'' very unple:isant smell. There 
are supposed to be Boers in Van Ree- 
nan's Pass, about .312 miles from here, 
in the Draltensbcrgs. They are a high 
ridge of mountains running north ain^ 
south, and a cleft iK'twoeii two of the 
high ones is Van lieenan's Pass. The.v 
are a stiff looking range, very high and 
jagged looking; in the evening they 
Ic.ok rpiite close. The Boers will have ii 
hard time now, we liave such a tremen- 
dous lot oC men evei-ywbcre all round 
them. I don't sei; how they can expect 
to ilo much more. We don't hear so 
much news here as they do in Loniloii : 
everything comes back from I^Diidon by 
telegraph, as tho censor won't peniiit 
news. Of course, wc hear rumors, but 
ill London they get news from all over 
South Africa. The Natal Witness is 
our newspaper, publlsheil in Pietermnr- 
itzburjf.

The 'flrst; frost 
changes the mud • to crystallm6 hardness, 
making it a capital defence against cold 
and Blorui, This 'practice has becu cop- 
ied by civilized nations, and uumy are 
the men-of-war, English and American, 
which iiavo gone into nuid quarters dur- 
ing tlic winter at Tien Tsin station. Our 
own people have dovcloiKKl tlie Chinese 
pnietico into a science and have won the 
admiration of tlio Moiigolianti. One w in- 
ter tlio I'nlos, which ^\■:lt^ i\ liglit-draiisht 
gunboat, ran 011 a mud Hat at high tide. 
A mud wall, eiglit feet high and ten feet 
«-ide, wa.s built all around it. Hetwecu 
the walls and the boat the .sailors put 
straw, and on th'..- straw a eoating of 
mud I'iKlit iiichcti tiiii-k. From the port 
and starboard ;,-angways they ran out 
wooden pl:itr(n-ms to the top of the wall 
and tlienee a light bridge to the land. 
Over the deck they built a barnliku struc- 
ture contaiuiii.s windows, and covered all 
the joints -with paper. While building' 
llu' deck-cover the early frost converted 
the mud into adamant, and so gave them 
ail outside wall to their craft which wan 
proof against cold, rats, and thieves. 
Tlicy r.e.ict made a skating pond along 
the Willi, and there during the winter 
they held high carnival. 

At one time tliere was a large juiih 
traile on the I'ei-ho, especially of big 
freight junks bringing rice, beaim, beau 
cake, bean oil, and foreign goods to Tien 
Ttiiii. This wus'almoeit wholly destroyed 
by the coasting stcutuere. At tlie iiren- 
ent time two Ohinese, four .lapaiiose, si.\ 
English, -and one German line of steam- 
ers call regularly at Tien Tsiny and at 
least tAVO tramp stoaiuoi-^i visit it every 
week. ■ iVs a single wteanier will bring 
from tea to fifty tiim-ri as niueh <-ai-go as 
a junk, the decadence of the junk trade 
is easily understood. 'J'lie junkmen, who 
even to-day are a jiowerful element in 
the working classes, are very bitter 
a.gaiiiHt the Chinese merchants, who are 
now so lar.yely interested in sti'am navi- 
gation.

■\Vithto ■the'-'uest few days tho Ohio 
State Archaeological Society will come 
into posscsslbn of the most valuable pre- 
historic remains in the state.tv.^Che Pea- 
body Museum of Boston, which has Own- 
ed the famous Serpent Mound in Adams 
county since* 1887, haa agreed to deed 
tlic property to the society on condition 
tJiat it is preserved as a public park and 
'.. lit in good condition. "While tJio ar- 
rangement has been made, tho actual 
transfer of deeds has not yet been effect- 
ed, but the pai>ers will be made out prob- 
ably williin the next week. 

The attention ot scientists has been (li- 
rected to this earthwork since IS-IO, when 
Uie iirst accurate survey was made by 
.^[essrs. S(piire and Dana. The exist- 
euci> of the structnre had been known 
for years previous to that time, but very 
slight inierest was taken in it. After 
the first survey it was occasionally visit- 
ed by tliose interested in archaeology, 
untirrrof. rutiiam made a .second sur- 
vey in ISST. He made an aTrangement 
wi'th the owner ot the property, by the 
terms of which it was cleaned of w-oods 
and underbrush, and eventually, acting 
for the ladies of Boston, ho purcliasod 
it 'and presented it to Ilarvurd Univer-. 
sity as an adjtmct to the Peabody 
Museum. 

Tublio interest in tho matter was 
arousi'd by the decision of the trusteis 
of the museum to maintain the pro'perty 
as a public park, and tho Ohio legisla- 
ture enacted a law freeing the Serpent 
Mouud, and' all other property of a simi- 
lar nature, which %vns preserved as a 
public park and not for prolit, from tax- 
ation. The distance at wliicli tho park is 
from Boston, however, forced tho trus- 
tees of the museum to the conclusion that 
the Ohio Archaeological Society is its 
pi-opin- custodian and the ofTer was made 
some months ago to transfer it to tlie 
society on the conditions named. 

.Vlthougli the fact of the exi.stence of 
the Serpent Mound is known to practic- 
ally every one in tlie stale, fe->v know of 
the importance attached to it by arcliaco- 
liigists. I'ei-sisleiit explorations of the 
iiieuiid inid its immediate vicinity have 
res-nlted in many important discoveries, 
which have din-ned the field to conclusions 
id' widespread interest. The mound is a 
veiceb-ss evidence of the fact tliat cer- 
tain forms of wol-ship in all parts of the 
wurid were identical in prehistoric times, 
and from this some liave come to tlie con- 
clusion that the human race was cverj- 
where alike in its earlier forms of de- 
velopment. Other scientists have reason- 
ed, however, not that tlic race was one 
great fainiiv, uiidivide<l into tribes In 
that distant: age, but that the different 
tribes touched elbows in some things. 
Tho form of the,mound and the discover- 
ies made under the soil of modern forma- 
tion havo led to the conclusion tliat the 
race known ns the Mound l?iiilders were 
addicted to the terrilile worship of the 
serpent, of. which little i^i positively known 
and nuich is guessed. 'I'hat human sac- 
rifice formed a part of the rites of this 
worship seems certain from the evidence 
gained bv a study oi" the mound. 

As indicated in the name, the mound 
is in the iierfrct form of a serpent, whose 
body extends from tip to tip l.'iOl. feet. 
Its jaws an^ open, and the snake seems 
to be in the act of swallowing an egg. 
l''rom the position of the jaws the conclu- 
sion is iiievitalile that the serpent is lyii'.g 
on its right side, and a considerable 
knowledge ot serpent anatomy is ovi- 
dence<l bv the structure of the body. Its 
average lieight is f>x-t and its average 
width 20 leet. The opened jaws are 
respectively (il anc! .")(! feet in length and 
-IT feet apart at their tips. The head 
i.s ;50 feet wide and ,') feet high, while 
the tail tapers to a mound 2 feet in width 
and 1 font high. Kverywhere the due pro- 
portionn of tho body are maintiiiued, end- 
ing in a carefully coiled tail, whose coils, 
after tlie lapse of untold centuries, are 
yet distinct. This is largely due to the 
restoration ot 1887. Previous to that 
time tlie mound had been -used as a corn- 
field, and the action of the plow and 
liarrow was rapidly "wearing It down to 
tho level of the soil on either side. It is 
now restored to its pristine condition as 
nearly as possible. In this the recollec- 
tion of the old residents who renieralior 
it before the agricultural steel had scar- 
red 'it^-wiis called upon to guide the scien- 
tists. '■ 

How many eenturi(Y< ago it was built 
will never be known until tho great ilay 
when all earth's secrets are opened. The 
explorations have shown, however, that 
there are three strata of soil. First 
comes the superimposed layer of black 
il, composed of vegetable mold, which 
has been deposited since stlie erection ot 
tlu! mound. Second is tlie yellow clay 
of which the mound was built, and which 
W!is apparently carried from three pits 
in the near vic'inity. Third is the gray- 
ish clay ot the foundation. l-Ivideully 
the soil," whatever there may have been at 
that time, had been cleared awa.v until 
this clay was reached. TIpon it huge 
stones had lieeii carried -with infinite la- 
bi)r rr-'iii the bed of lirilsb Creek, far be- 
low, le fonn a foundation. This lire- 
served it against the wash of rains, and 
uiinii this feundation the mimiid was 
liuill of yellow clay, mixed in some 
|ilaee.-i with ashes. The egg-shaped mound 
within the jaws of the serpent is an 
oval of which the walls are 4 feet liigh 
and l,S feet wide, 'IMie oval itself is I'JO 
by 00 foot. In the pit iu tho center ot 
the (jgg tlie ancient altar was placed. 

Some of its firt^-blackened stones arc 
si ill there. Within the memory of men 
still living it was quito an imposing stnic- 
ture. Tho myth that treasure was bur- 
ied in this ancient cairn had firm liold 
ou the pioneers, however, and years ago 
the altar was torn down in a vain s<?arch 
tor gold and precious stones. So far as 
possible It has been roBtored, 

Tho mound itself is built as nil other 
serpent mounds are, no matter iu what 
country. The head of the serpent, con^ 
tiiiuing tho altar, is on a higli bluff over: 
looking Brush Creek. Tlie first rnyfi ot 
the Sun-God fell upon this altar, and 
from it tho priests ot the ancient faith 
could see the three forks of the riviu- be- 
low. This trinity, whotlier it be three 
rivers or three mniiiifains, is always to 
be seen from an altar ot the serpent wor- 
shippei-s, and is alwa.vs unmistakabhy. 
The altar is invariably placed in the one 
spot from which the trinity may be seen. 
It is always placed -where the first rays 
of the rising sun may fall upon it. From 
the neighboring lands the awe-struck wor- 
shippers oC obi might see the priests per- 
form their fearsome rites, and watch the 
victim of tho stone knives gasp out his 



la'sf breath- iis the first tongue of flaiue 
licke<l at his still ''quivering fiesb. Just 
what tlieso rites were will never be 
known, in all probability. But that firo 
and knife played a part in them can 
hardly be doubted from the mute wit- 
nesses by iiioderii searchers. 

That the spot was revered as a ehriue 
is certain from the character of the re- 
maiiw found near it. Hardly a square 
y.ard ot tho surrmlnding territory is tliere 
that did not at 'one time hold a grave. 
Tho intcriiiontfi were evidently made with 
coremonies of soim? nature. Ashes' are 
frequently found iu the gi-a-\-es, Uiongh 
tliis- is not often an indicatibii 6f creimi- 
tion. The human bones .are. rather to 
be considered as the scraping.s' from the 
hearth desolated by the death of its pro- 
tector. In them are found stone and 
bone weniions sind ornaments, and occa- 
sionally plates of native copper, rudely 
hammered out, or crystals of lead ore 
fashioned into rude ornaments. Smelting 
was not kno'vvn then, and itone hammers 
took the place otcthd rolling mills of to- 
day. 

I'-rom tlio position of these copper orna- 
ments they wore evidently head and 
breast plates, probably burnished. They 
are in very rare instances of siifUcient 
size to be considered as an early attempt 
at body armor. Flint knives of consider- 
able elegance and of presumable utility 
are to be found in abundance, together 
with weapons iu the process of making, 
and tho stone ehapers and grinders by 
which the weapons were made. In one 
or two instances tbixse stone knives have 
been found in such position as to lead to 
the conclusio:i that they were lodged in 
the body at the time of interment. Wlie- 
llier they were placed there before or 
alter death is conjecture. In tho ashes 
of the graves rumains of rudo pottery 
are also to lie found. 

From a careful iuspe<'tioM of the Sor- 
[icnt .Mo-.iad, ;iiiil a.'i t'xploration ot tho 
graves and tiie mininil itself, scientists 
liave formed several interesting conclu- 
sions. First, that the mound, correspond- 
ing as it dow exactly in type with simi- 
lar serpent niouuds found in Asia, Africa 
and Furiipe. Central America, Peru and 
Mexico, points to the dissemination of 
seriicut worship nt one time over the then 
habitaido world, AVhether these mounds 
aro of approximately the same date, or 
Indoiig to different epochs, is yet debat- 
able. That they belong to the same form 
of worship is indisputable. Iluinan sac- 
rifice is pointed at by the firc^-blackeiuMl 
altars. The worship of the snake still 
exisW ninonpt the Zunis and Moquis of 
our own country, though the more blood- 
thirsty iiortion of the rites is now omit- 
ted. "All pvidonce points to such sacri- 
fice at no distant dale, among them, how- 
over. 

Stnieturai pccoliarities of the skulls 
point to the similarity ot the Mound 
Builders with the lliiidnns of tho pres- 
ent day 11)1(1 with the ancient Feruvian 
races. " The occasional pei-senci> of de- 
capitated bodies in the Serpent :Mound 
graves, or a boilylcss skull, indicates that 
head hunting even as it is now practiced 
among the Dyiiks of F>orneo, existed in 
those' earlier days. Traces of paints oc- 
casionally are t(jund on the disinterred 
skeletons", togetluM- with liimiM ot the 
oelire used for such personal adornment, 
even as the American Indian does now 
wlii.'re he 1ms not come in contact with 
the iiitliu-iuf of civilization. Ijiistly, the 
skulls found are those of men equal in 
brain capacity and mnscular and bony 
structure to races in existence nfprcs- 

Gllt. 

The sixty acres of the Serpent Mouml 
park will always prove an inspiration to 
the archaeologists of America, as well as 
a charming summer resort to persons of 
less scientific bent. The gift to .the State 
ArchneoIogicaU Society places it in tlie 
custodv of those who ouglit by right to 
have charge of it. Further explorations 
are contemplated in the near future, and 
in the meiuitinie it is to be maintained as 
a park free to those who -wish to enjoy 
it. 'Plint is tlie one condition attached to 
tho gift..

Natlona! Importance 
CONTAINS BOTH 



From Daily Mail. 

The news that fifteem hiindretl Boers 
have surrendered to Gen. Brabant will 
be received with, tlio ntmust satisfaction 
uot only, in this country, but in Cape 
Colony, -where few men are more popnlar 
than he. General Brabant,, himself a col- 
onist, lias proved a inucli-liked and able 
commander of tho colonial forces', 

■\Vithin a very short time the suceena of 
General Brabant has been phenomenal. 
Having had nnder him, in different 
parts of South Africa, a trnstworthy col- 
umn of experienced scouts and rough- 
riders, he lias performed lunuy doughty 
deeds, which Iiave fidly justilied the high 
trust reposed in bim and those under his 
command. Edward Yewd Brabant is a 
;nau of sixty-one years of 0^6, and, 
though whitened as to hair and mous- 
tache, is as stalwart, strong, and strap- 
ping as a man of half his years. He has 
seen much fighting, and is no stranger 
to active service. lie entered tJie lind 
Derby Militia as ensign in the year IS.'iO, 
but emigrating to South Africa in the 
follo^nnj: year, he joined tho Cape ALount- 
ed llifliH, in -which exci'Ileut and reliublo 
corph lie did much K''f'd work, rising to 
the rank of captain, and retiriiif,' in tho 
year ISTd. Souii afterwardis he was elect- 
ed ineniber of the leBislativc' assembly of 
the Cape Colony fur East London, a cou- 
stitiiLMicy he lias ciinsiiHteiitly eiaitinned 
to represent ever since — that is, for an 
unbroken iieriod o£ thirty yearn, a. record 
which is probably uneciualled in any 
other .colony. In 1878 he was appointed 
Field Coinniand.'int of Colonial Forces, 
and in the folluwin^' year colonel of the 
OaiJO Yeomanry. Wliile holding this rank 
he coinmaiidecl his regiment in the Basu- 
to -\var, and did good work, to the end tluit 
he was created C.M.G. in the following 
year. . 'Wath all his liglitiug", Goueiral 
I5rabant is really a man of pcaoo, a 
farmer by profession and a politician by 
predilection. At Gonnnbie Park, East 
London,, h'c has- a roagni&cent estate, 
wrich hid farms scientifically ou tho most 
approved priadples. He has met -with 
considerable success, and has ^overcome 
many of the difflculiies inherent in South 
African fanning. His use of mechani- 
cal appliances is considerable, and ho 
I'lis been the pioneer in his district in 
tho introdtictioit of labor-saving machin- 
ery. Me excels chiefly in slieeii-rearing 
and has been very successful with iiis 
flocks. Ne.xt to ills warlike experiences, 
perhaiis h's greatest claim to notoriety 
lies in the fact that ho was the president 
of the South African League, that ex- 
eellent and useful political body which, 
despite malignant statements to the con- 
trary, was iu no waj' connected with tho 
capitalist nioveinent in the Transvaal, 
but was entirely concerned in uiaintain- 
ing the just rights of the I'loletariat, 
and in combating the p.'riiicinus iiillucnc^s 
of the Africander Bond. On behalf of 
the South African League, tJeiieral Bra- 
bant made several fine siKH-'ches through- 
out the coimtry, and, being an out-iind-out 
Imperialist, he carried with him his au- 
diences without a dissentient voice. lie 
has a ready oratorical manner, and by 
dint of niiieh experience of speaking in 
tlii^ Cape house of parliament, he is a.ble 
to frame his speeeiies in a iiiiiiiner un- 
derstood by whatever audience he may 
h ippeii to address. Like h'e old friend 
Mr, Hhmlcs he has sometliiiij,' akin to 
contempt for sartorial glories; and it is 
only his flue, martiaj. bearing that saves 
him from charge pf,jshabbiness. The 
amount, of his tailor's.: bill per annum 
would pcobably .not keep the .'nvorago 
Londonorijn.Bhoe,lftajhiCr for that i>eriod; 
and, to see him in ,the streets ot Cape- 
town , during the parliamentary session, 
liabitfid in an old brow.n jacket (which 
he invariably keeps closely buttoned), a 
bowler hat, and with. -a,. stick nnder his 
arm, you wolild'nercr ihmk him. the man 
of means ho is, or the 'representative of 
so important a constiUioncy ns Kawt 
London. As a great farmer he lias tho 
farming interests of Capo Colony thor- 
oughly at heart. Nevertheless, he does 
not think that the interests of tho colony 
should lie entirely snbsein'ient lo tlic^ 
"backbone of the country," as the Capo 
farmers have been ironically dubbed 
General Brabant lias always professed 
the higliet^t admiration for Mr. IlhodeH 
and Ihe ke<niest inleret<t in llii^ right lion 
genllemaii's Imiierial tasks in South 
.Vfrica. In the li.ght of recent event 
and especially the i-harge against the 
Cape Dutch o,f an aiiti-Hritisli eonsiiir- 
aey, il is interesting' lo recall that ou 
.March 0. ISO", Captain Brabant, as ho 
then WHS, oinpluitieally stated at a pub- 
lic meeting in Capetown that in the Afri- 
kander Blind was an inner circle, which 
was loiikin;; forward to eslablishing a 
Dutch repiiblie in the eoloiiy, , So keen 
\s-as Ciilitilin BrabanI on tile subject that 
he Went so far as to say thai iiolwith- 
sliiiidin^' bis Jiigli ndiiiiralioii for Mji-. 
Itlioiles he sliiaild object most strenuous- 
ly to liaekiiig lip that geiillemau if lie 
(Mr. lUiodes) went back to his old plan 
of using the iioud to further iiis owi 
particular" policy. The "Fighting Port," 
as East London is callpil, is deservedly 
proud of its "Fighting Gcucrnl." Gener- 
al Tir.il. lilt's son, a lieutenant in tho Im- 
perial LiKlit Horse, was killed in the 
early part of the war. Tho Ifith'er has 
the uniquo distinction of being the" only 
commander at 'the front who has never 
been'inu Imperial- Officer. 1-To has been 
'Field-Oonimandant of C'olonial Foreeei, 
and h.-ifi had much experience in native 
warfare, but never before has such an 
important command been placed in what 
tliG strict service martinet would consider 
to .be, "lay", hands.
